COL. LINDBERGH 
ENDS LONG TOUR 
AND SEEKS REST 


Aviator Says He Has No 
Plans for Future — De- 
nies Report of Political 
Aspirations. 


New York, October 23.—(United 
News.)—Colonel Charles <A. Lind- 
bergh polished off another hitherto un- 
accomplished flying job today by 
dropping down on Mitchel field in the 
“Spirit of St. Louis” only a minute 
ahead of the time he set for himself 
three months ago when he started out 
to visit all 48 states by air. 

Lindbergh started out preaching air- 
ports for every city. He _ returned 
with the same gospel, his health and 
enthusiasm undiminished. 

Behind him stretched a zig-zag trail 
of 22,350 miles spotted with 82 cities 
inhabited by 30,000,000 persons who 
had seen him while he was hauled 
over 1.285 miles of parade and to 
whom he had made 147 speeches since 
leaving Mitchel field July 20. 

Tour Is Big Success. 

His tour—without a flaw in its ac- 
complishment—is regarded in aviation 
circles as second only to his flight tv 
Paris, and as even more valuable to 
aviation. 

Lindbergh, emerging from his cock- 
pit at Mitchel field, regards it as a 
job completed. 

“I hare no plans for the future,” he 
said in answer to “what next?” 

“I’m going to rest a couple of days 
or so.” 

Lindbergh landed from — Philadel- 
phia, his S2nd city, at 1:59 p. m. in 
a drizzling rain before a gathering 
of about 1,000 persons. 

The Fairchild mopoplane piloted by 
Philip Love, which accompanied him 
on the tour sponsored by the Daniel 
Guggenheim fund for the promotion of 
aeronautics, landed just before “The 
Spirit of St. Louis.” Neither plane 
had been overhauled or suffered any 
damage during the trip. 

Plane in Good Shape.

Tri-State Commission Re- 
fuses To Give Endorse- 
ment to Unannounced 
Engineers’ Program. 


CONGRESS BATTLE 
ON PLANS CERTAIN 


Body To Take No Ac- 
tion Until Army En- 
gineers Outline Scheme 
of Control. 


New Orleans, La., October 23.— 
(United News.)—The plan of Secre- 
tary of War Davis to swing the south 
in a unified phalanx behind the un- 
announced army engineers’ plan of 
flood control ran into a snag in New 
Orleans Sunday. 

After a three-hour session on the 
tri-state flood control commission 
called to quash the Missouri, Lowden 
and other plans which ave springing 
up, announcement was made that the 
commission would defer its decision 
until it ascertained what the war de- 
partment plan is. 

Indorsement Delayed. 

“We feel that until the war de- 
partment report is made to congress 
we should not commit ourselves to 
any definite measure,” said Governor 
Martineau, of Arkansas, 
chairman of the commission represent- 
ing Arkansas, Mississippi and Louisi- 
ana. 

“We hope that the report will meet 
the demands of the lewer Mississippi 
valley and | that we will be able to 
support it.” 

Martineau said members of the com- 
mission were very much encouraged 
that the war department is going so 
deeply into the flood control prob- 
lem. They were gratified at the ex- 
pressions from Secretary Davis that 
the department will have a complete 
plan, he added. 

Davis addressed members of the 
commission and New Orleans citizens 
at a luncheon in an adjoining room 
just before the commission meeting. 


Adopt General Policy. 


He told them that the department}. 
intended to follow in its plan the 


same method used to build the Pan- 
ama canal. It will adopt a general 
project, he said, and leave room for 
changes and embellishments later, 

Davis arrived here at noon on his 
good will tour of the south after re- 
ceiving enthusiastic support in Ar- 
kansas and Mississippi. 

Martineau, in Arkansas, promised 
he would support the war department 
against the other individual plans 
which are cropping up, and ealled the 
meeting here Sunday to take such 
action, 


Finds Little Support.

“We 
are shooting at a system that will do 
away with credits and present exam- 
ination methods and make out of this 
a research institution in which stu- 
dents are stimulated to work out 
things for themselves,” he said. 

“Our idea is that the first two 
years in college should be given over 
to general education. At the end of 
that peried the student may call him- 


self an educated man. He knows 
enough for general purploses.

The president of the great Chicago 
institution advocated departmental 
guidance in the last two years rather 
than the general guidance of the deans 
in the earlier years.

women's colleges is raised today by 


the deans of seven of the best known 
of these institutions. They scy that 
most of America’s money, being in 


the hands of men, contributions to 
male education are so much more lib- 
eral that girls of moderate means 
are being denied. 


The seven deans state the case 
of what they term the “crisis” in femi- 
nine institutions of higher learning in 
an article in the Atlantic monthly. 
They mumber five women and two 
men, and they sign the article joint- 


y. 

The colleges are Barnard, Bryn 
Mawr, Mount Holyoke, Radcliffe, 
Smith, Vassar and .Wellesley. The 
deans are, respectively, Virginia 
Crocheron Gildersleve, Marion Ed- 
wards Park, Mary E. Wooley, Ada 
L.. Comstock, William Allan Neilson, 
Henry Noble MacCracken and Ellen 
F, Penleton. 


Marriage Trend Upward. 


None of these college is far from 
50 years old, the article says, and 
all represent the same _ period of 
American educational history, in 
which woman’s right to higher educa- 
tion has been admitted. Their 8,600 
girls represent all sections of the coun- 
try; 47 per cent of them are public 
school products, 31 and 1-2 per cent 
products of private. schools and 21 
and 1-2 per cent a combination of the 
two. About 50 per cent of them 
marry and the trend to marriage is 
upward. 

“If women,” says the article, “the 
mothers and teachers of the next gen- 
eration, are to have as good an edu- 
cation as their brothers, as solid, as 
intelligent, and as farseeing, then that 
education must be established so it 
cannot slip backward. 

“Are we in America prepared to 
admit the right of women to the same 
quality of educational opportunity as 
men? If we are it follows that the 
institutions for women should receive 
financial support in proportion. Such 
support so far has not been given. 

“The largest of the women’s col- 
leges, for example, has endowments 
yielding annually less than $125 per 
student, compared wiih $500 enjoyed 
‘by its nearest neighbor among the 
mens coHeges. ‘The difference is 
made up by charging higher fees and 
by greater economy in operation. 

Fees Are Advanced. 

“The fees already have been raised 
to the point where the number of stu- 
dents from the less well-to-do families 
is showing a serious decline. A sub- 
stantial part of the income from in- 
creased fees has to be used for schol- 
arships to retain our clientele even 
among the daughters of teachers, min- 
isters, doctors and other professional 
‘men on moderate salaries. 

Alumnae are exhausted by. their 
efforts to raise funds, the limit of 
higher fees has been reached for pres- 
ent economic conditions and the seven 
institutions’ expect “more and more” 
to have their best teachers drawn 
away “by our wealthier brothers.” 

“It is easy enough to see how the 
situation has come about. Most of 
the money of the country is in the 
|}hands of men, and those disposed to 
igive large sums naturally think first 
‘of their own colleges. Even when 
their fortunes are at the disposal of 
their widows, the Alma Mater of a 
husband or son is much 
to benefit than a college for women. 
i'Te thousands of families in which 
j both husband and wife are college 
bred, simultaneous appeals have come 
during these last seven years for con- 
tributions. In how many cases has 
the wife's college fared as well as the 
husband's? 

“The question which 
raise is one of fair play.

Most of 
them have never heard of baseball.- 

Debate Politics for Hours. 

After their physical exercise: they

For every Russian, no matter how 
young he is, has to think about poli- 
tics, Little children under eight. years 
of age’ join in groups for games and 
parades, ‘They are called the octo- 
brians.

soil preparation. He made it plain 


that very few crops beside cotton could : 


possibly be profitable with the land 
in its present condition. It seems that 
all grain and grass crops must have 
more moisture and more evenly dis- 
tributed than eotton, and Mr. Sar- 
sent explained how this could be ob- 
tained by “sub-soiling” the land. He 
eautions against turning the land too 
deep, but explained that the sub-soil 
must be pulverized to retain the mois- 
ture and prevent land wash. He 
showed how the Killifer subsoiler, an 
implement designed to enter the 
ground 2O or more inches would break 
all of the subsoil for over a_three- 
foot width at that depth. It was a 
peculiar looking machine with a long 
Shin and a foot bearing a chisel point. 

In the film on the screen Mr. Sar- 
gent was shown removing all of this 
subsoil in the wake of the subsoiler, 
showing a great’ cave-in where the 
dirt had been. It had shattered soil 
that had never been touched before 
and its value in absorbing moisture 
was very evident. Mr. Sargent assured 
us that soil thus broken would absorb 
$1 per cent of a two-inch rainfall: 
‘carry it in reserve with all other mois- 


plant roots during a dry spell. 


Mr. Sargent was very enthusiastic 
over a new harrow which he had on 
the ground and went over it in detail, 
showing why it was particularly de- 
signed “for Georgia soil. e showed 
how it would penetrate not j than 
four inches in the hardest of soils and 
handle many other Georgia farm 
operations, such as terracing, ditching, 
orchard leveling and harrowing, and 
doing nearly all of the preparatory 
work of making a seed bed. 


Mr. Sargent went so far in his 
praise for Georgia as to say that in 
all of his experience he had never seen 
such adaptable soil, and ideal climatic 
conditions, and soil that could be built 
up to its natural fertility.

“Infield Errors” in Football. 


This matter of give and take which runs through all sports and for 
that matter through all life sometimes gives material for interesting 
speculation. 


It is fortunate that the spectators at a football game for 
instance watch only the man who rips off the 50 yards or the 
75 yards or the whatever yards and do not often see the mis- 
take on the defense which helped that man to make the yards 
in question. 


For every gain there must be some loss and in no game is this 
more directly true and more difficult to trace than in football. The 
score does not tell the story in many cases. Very often you would hear 
the real story if you were to hear the coach talk to his charges between 
halves. 


When an infielder on a baseball team boots a ground ball 
and allows a run the mistake is plain to all the spectators and 
he comes in for his share of the panning but in football this is 
often very different. When the safety man, playing in the 
shadow of his own goal tries to outguess the opposition and 
comes in too fast on an inside tackle play and the ball carrier 
cuts back on the outside and slips by for a touchdown, more 
often than not the safety man is forgotten by the spectators in 
their effort to watch the ball carrier but that safety man is 
just as much to blame for that touchdown as the infielder who 
boots the ball with a man on third,

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Famous also as a cavalryman, Gen- 
eral Dickman had spent practically all 
of his service in that branch since his 
graduation from West Point in 1881 

Leading the third division of the 


‘regular army overseas in March, 1918, 


General Deckman participated in vir- 
tually every major campaign of the 
American troops, rising rapidly in rank 
and finally receiving command of the 
third American army which he led 
into Germany. 

He returned bearing the distinguish- 
ed service medal of the United States 
and the decorations of Great Britain, 
France, Italy and Belgium. He then 
commanded the eighth corps area with 
headquarters at Fort Sam Houston. 
Texas, until his retirement after 45 
years of service on October 5, 1921. 

He is survived by a widow who was 


‘at his bedside; a brother, John, of

Murphy, of Dayton, Ohio, native city 
of the general, and Mrs. F. W. Freck 
and Mrs. Clem Stueve, of Wapakoneta, 
Ohio, and two daughters, Mrs. H. E.
